NIGHT ON THE FOOTHILLS 

OIERA MADRE people who boast about 
pure air up here on he foothills usually 

For 
im- 
will 


have in mind the air they breathe, 
health and happiness nothing is more 
portant than pure air, as multitudes 
testify who have found healing here. 

Compai-atively few, however, realize the 
pleasure which is made available here by 
the clarity of the air, which seems to bring 
the stars a little closer here than almost any 
other habitable place which can be found. 
On Mount Wilson scientists have found one 
of the most perfect .obseiwation points on 
the whole earth. Sierra Madre is peculiarly 
favored in the same respect, as has been 
discovered with delight by many students 
of astronomy. Conti'ary to common belief, 
there is no difficulty about acquiring suf¬ 
ficient knowledge of astronomy to give a 
great deal of pleasure. It is a simple mat¬ 
ter to get on speaking terms with the prin- i 
cipal constellations and objects in the heav-! 
ens. Once this is learned there is never 
ending fascination in watching the ascen-1 
dant stars coming into view from season to 
season after their annual period of disap¬ 
pearance. 

Just now the night skies oflPer tjieir 
most spectacular constellations, and will be 
intei'esting for months to come. Orion 
holds the center of the stage, flanked by 
Cards Major' with Sirius, the most dazzling 
of all the fixed star's. A good glass on a 
clear night will enable one to distinguish the 
fuzzy object known as the great nebula in 
Orion. l\It. Wilson photographs show it to 
be one of the most awe inspiring objects in 
the heavens. Almost overhead in the early 
evening ar-e the Pleiades. Near by is Taur¬ 
us, the red color of Aldebai'an in str'ong con¬ 
trast to the flashing bhre-white of Sirius. 
Andromeda and Cassiopeia arc ah’eady dip¬ 
ping down into the northwest. But Ur\sa 
Major is coming up into the northeast, its 
Big Dipper about the only star group which 
many people ever succeed in identifying. 

Near' the zenith is Auriga, with Capella 
a star of commanding bi'illiance if it were, 
not Outshone by Sii'ius. Castor and Pollux, 
Procyon and many other easily identified 
stars are prominent now. i 

All these interesting characters of the | 
skies are easily identified with a simple star; 
map. These are obtainable at the public li- | 
brary in a number of non-technical books, 
fuid in various periodicals including the Sci¬ 
entific American and the Star-News. For 
those who will take the ti'ouble to give them 
just a little study a fascinating field will be 


opened up, with conditions so favorable as 
to be unknown to localities not favored with 
the clear air prevailing in Sierra Madre.

Monrovia Post: That many 
Monrovians are planning trips into 
the mountains to look for gold, is 
the news that is coming to Tho¬ 
mas Byrum, credited with the dis¬ 
covery, within four inles of Mon¬ 
rovia city limits, of a two-foot 
vein that shows valuable streaks 
of 'gold, silver and copper. Mr. 
Byrum ami Dick Monroe, his part¬ 
ner, have done their as.se.ssment 
work for this year and are plan¬ 
ning to develop their property 
with the idea of determining the 
amount of their ore body. 

De.sk Sergeant • Clint Seem of 
the Monrovia police department 
said that in the early days his 
father ad he u.sed to “dry wash” 
for gold in the small canyon in 
Norumbega Heights, now the 
residence of C. T. Renaker. Suf¬ 
ficient showings of gold were 
found at times to make fair 
wages, Mr. .Seem said. 

Traces of the old water ditch 
from Spanish Canyon around to 
base of the mountains to Bliss 
canyon are still to be found. This 
ditch was built at a cost of $7.'),- 
000 and used to carry water 
around on the south side of the 
canyon, there to be used In hy¬ 
draulic and placer mining, where 
may thousands of dollars worth 
of gold was taken out. 

The canyon that is now the lo¬ 
cale for the Norumbega Town and 
Country club’s golf cour.se was 
once extensively mined as placer 
diggings and a quantity of du.st 
gleaned from the sand. In the 
early seventies a cloudburst 
washed the canyon cle.an of earth 
and sand to bedrock, .scattering 
the previous metal over Duarte 
citrus ranches below. 

“There’s gold all through the 
mountahia but the veins are so 
fnulte<l that they ‘pinch out* and 
are impossihlet o trace,” declared 
another amateur prospector. Cbas. 
Slowensky, .shoe dealer of Mon¬ 
rovia, has often found traces of
